In fact, farm 
products are now recognized as good collateral and hereafter 
it will be easier for the farmer to hold his stuff until the 
market is right instead of being forced to dump his products 
and further depress the market.

Just now j 
they are working well and bringing j 
in good loads, but I expect to feed j 
them again as advised by Mr. Wat- j 
son and other men who know the j 
bee business. The feed at this time j 
of the year should consist of a thin j 
sugar syrup, about half sugar a n d } 
half water. My method of feeding 
has been to put the syrup in a 
shallow vessel in »the super on the 
hive. It was necessary to take out j 
some frames to make room for the 
vessel. It is absolutely necessary to; 
place some pieces of wood in the i 
syrup so that the bees may reach 
the 
feed 
easier and 
also escape 
drowning if they fall into the syrup 
as they often do. With 
a 
large 
acreage of clover in various parts 
of the county this year the chances j 
for a big yield of honey ate most 
excellent. 


Several times I have had occas- \ 
ion to mention the importance or | 
terracing land in order to prevent 
washing away. Here i% a piece of 
testimony on the subject given by 
Agent Tom L. Marks, Arnett, Okla- j 
boma: 
“I have had experience for thirty 
years in terracing and in my opin­ 
ion it is very profitable to terrace 
all sloping lands other than shin 
oak sandy lands. The more com­ 
pact soils are already .showing signs 
of washing and are washing much 
more than is apparent because of 
sheet washing instead of gullying. 
Terracing does two very desirable 
things. It holds the soil and keeps 
it from washing into the streams 
carrying the plant foods and fertil­ 
ity with it. Also it causes the rain­ 
fall to run off very slowly, giving 
the water time to soak into the 
ground making the season last long­ 
er. This alone has frequently paid 
the cost of terracing twice and even 
three times in some years.’’
